TO DEFY THE BR TISH 


And Strike For Freedom is Believed to be 
the Policy of the Boers. = 


The difficulty of obtaining news of the 
Matabele uprising increases day by day, 
owing to the restrictions of the aathori- 
ties, but it is positively known the eitna- 
tion about Baluwayo has grown darker. 
The rebellion is so widespread that a 
larye force of treops will be necessary to 
restore order. Urgent requests for troops 
have teen made by people not directly 
interested in the British Chartered South 
Afivica company, and the home govern. 
ment is blamed for postponing the dis 
patch of ttrong rennfurcements to ~onth 
Afriea. The inaction oi the war oflice 
ie undoubtedly due to the cesire of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, secretary «of state 
for the colonies, to avoid anyth ng which 
might be constrned into an attempt to 
eoerce the South African republic, Lat 
it ia painted ont that while Mr. Chamber- 
lain helde hia hands tied, the Boers are 
openly dei.ling under imported German 
instructers, accumulating arms and am 
munition, constructing fortifications, and 
bringing heavy guns from Germany. 
The policy of President Kinger is one of 
delay, toavoid doing or saying anything 
definite until the Trinsvaal is ina pori- 
tion to defy Great Pritain, and then the 
independence of the South African te. 
publie will be declared, The Orange Free 
State may be actually incorporated into 
the repabhe, and natives will every where 
be incised to rise against British role, 
and an attempt be made to drive the Bri- 
tish ont of South Africa. ‘This isthe plan 
openly talked of among the Roers; but 
the home authorities seem utterly blind 
to the davzer ahead: and the chartered 
company in the interests of ita stock- 
holders, is doing everything possible to 
euppresa the truth, and the belief is 
growing that nothing short of a terrific 
digaster, such ae thecaptareof Baluwayo, 
will bring the British government to ita 
senses, It is stated that fally 15,000 
Matabeles have been maszed for an at 
tack on Rulawayo, whieh, although 
placed in a tair state of defence, could not 
hold cut against a rmshing charve of 
ralive regimenta. Mwicials of the char- 
tered company cay (hey bave no fear that 
Baluwayo will be caplnred; Gut it is the 
over contidence. anda habit of gro sly 
underrating the etrenvth of an enemy, 
which has lod fo many historieal disse 
ters to British aris. ‘There is no deny- 
ing (hat the Matabeles have been stead 
ily gathering together for weeks with 
the intention, apparently, -of attacking 
Baluwayo. The rceaplare of King Lo 
bengula’s olf capital from the Brinish 
would hea fearful blow to ‘paramount 
power in South Africa.’ Thisis frankly 
admitted, ard yet (he a gilable force of 
volunteers, ete, at Bulucvay, is not be
